If an honest doctor prescribes whisky for a 
patient it is because he thinks the patient needs 
it. If so, he is entitled to decide how much the 
patient needs and not to be told by law that the 
requirement is not more than a pint every ten days. 
Physicians differ as to the value of alcohol as medi- 
cine, They differ in many particulars of practice. 
The community licenses them to practice medi- 
cine after a determination of their qualifications. 
e community does tell them how they shall 
write prescriptions. 
If'a physician dishonestly writes whisky pre- 
scriptions he is in that operation a bootlegger 
and is an element against the enforcement of pro- 
hibition just as any other bootlegger or rum run- 
ner is. The direct sale of liquor by government 
agencies on physician's prescriptions is theoret- 
leally good. How it would work we dp not know. 
The government has not kept its prohibition ac. 
tivities free from fraud and dishonesty by a long 


What would happen if federal agents had the 
right to sell liquor under certain conditions, such 
as proposed, we do not know. It might be plenty. 
The provincial government of Quebec retails 
spirits and the people of the province get their 
hard liquors from the government venders. So 
far as we know the business has been conducted 
cleanly but Quebec liquor is not worth ten times 
its actual value.

There is no good reason 
why foreign producers should not enjoy the same ad- 
vantage and potential American purchasers the lower 
prices that placing it on the free list would entail. 
Protecting it will néver develop a significant domestic 
industry or create much of a home market for any 
other American commodities.

All these facts are understood by a 
great many people. Many of them have 
the idea that the art of living with 
Bright’s disease is a matter of regu- 
lating the diet. That understanding is 
about 50 per cent fact and 50 per cent 
fiction. . 

Here is a page from the book of facts: 

In any case of Bright’s disease ac- 
companied by dropsy the diet should be 
salt free. In dropsy an excess of water 
is held in the tissues. Salt in the 
tissues holds it there. If the diet con- 
tains a minimum amount of salt it will 


| the tissues. 

But a salt free diet cannot. be long 
continued, for more reasons than one. 
| Therefore, after period of salt free 
diet the menu showld be changed to one 

low in salt. 
In acute Bright's disease it is proper 
to set a period of low diet—almost starva- 
tion diet—say one limited to fruit juices 
and water, 

One is: Put four ounces of raisins in 
a pint of water. Stew for twenty min- 
oo add enough water to make one 
pint, 


Or sugar water: Kellogg’s formula is 
to dissolve two ounces of malt sugar in a 
pint of water. 

The water used with fruit juice should 
be plain water or, at most, a carbonated 
water low in mineral matter. | 
After a few days of this it is allow- 
able to pass to a die@ of milk and water. 
Although sugar and water, fruit juice 
and water, and even milk and water 
are easily digested and furnish a fair 
allowance of calories, they are not com- 
plete foods, and a diet of this kind can- 
not be continued for more than a few 
weeks,

plenty of vegetables and fruit and a fair 
allowance of milk, a fair allowance of 
fats, and especially cream and butter are 
advisable.

DANGERS IN IODINE. 

R. E. R. writes: “ Would you advise 
the use of iodine internally as a disinfec- 
tant? If so, in what doses in milk and 
water? 

“ How would you advise use of uro- 
tropin for same purpose—in capsules or 
in liquid form, and what doses?” 


REPLY: 


I do not think you will get anywhere tak- 
ing either iodine or urotropin internally as a 
general disinfectant. 


The rule is that disinfectants are more’ ! 


poisonous to people than they are to bac- 
teria. 

If taken internally, in doses sufficient to 
kill bacteria within a man, they will first 
kill a man. 

There is a limited field for the use of 
iodine and urotrfopin internally, but it is 
not good judgment to use them unless a 
physician directs.

PROSPERITY BY INCREASING 
WAGES. 

Chicago, May 20.—Several articles writ- 
ten by Secretary Davis have appeared 
in THe TRIBUNE in which the present 
wage problem was discussed. Mr. Davis 
is a capable man and deserves the honor 
that this nation has given him. 

However, there is one point he makes 
that is at least interesting to analyze. 
He says that a general increase in wages 
would promote prosperity for all. '“ The 
better wages paid, the stronger is the 
buying public, not in one indystry alone, 
but in them all.” Now let’s dig under 
the surface a moment and see what we 
ean find. 

Money in itself is nothing of value, it 
is merely a convenient method that 
civilization has developed for exchanging 
goods and services. It matters little 
whether one receives at the end of the 
day five or ten pieces of this paper 
which we call money. KH is when this 
money is exchanged for food, clothing, 
and shelter that its value to us is deter- 
mined. 


received higher pay it would mean gen- 
eral prosperity for all. To attain higher 
prosperity for the wage earners it must 
mean that they will receive not neces- 
sarily more money but a greater buying 
power. Let’s say that tomorrow all ot 
our employers told us that our wages 
had been increased. According to Mr. 
Davis this would mean prosperity. Now 
let’s see. Is the shoe manufacturer 
going to pay. this increase in wages out 
of his profits? No. Why not? Because 
he can’t and survive. [f there were an 
unusually large profit in manufacturing 
shoes more capital would be attracted to 
it and more factories built, which means 
competition for the available business 
and as a result profits to the manufac- 
turer forced down to the miniraum. So, 
as the shoe manufacturer can receive 
only a fair return for his investment and 
risk, he cannot pay this increase in 
wages out of his own pocket but must 
raise the price of his shoes accordingly. 
The consumers then really pay this in- 
crease in wages. The wage earners re- 


increased cortespondingly, so they are 
right where they started. 

Let us not fool ourselves and be like 
the horse that chases the bunch of grass 
that is suspended in front of him. There 
is no short cut to prosperity. The path 
that leads to the higher standard of liv- 
ing js greater efficiency in production. 
As we increase our usefulness to our fel- 
low men to that extent will our returns 
Increase.

a treaty to outlaw chemical warfare. 


“Information to this effect was verified 


today at the war department. 
Of the seven nations eager for all 
possible news of developments relating 


' “to poison gas, one, Great Britain, is a 


party to the Washington conference 
treaty. The other six have not sub- 


sscribed to the treaty, it is reported, | 


_and have no intention of doing so. 

Chemical warfare experts of the Brit- 
“ish army make no secret of the fact 
“that the British government intends 
_to continue full speed ahead its re- 
-search work in connection with the use 
“of gas in warfare, notwithstanding the 
treaty, which already has been ratified 
_by the United States senate. 


France Pursues Experiments. 

France, experts here declare, is pur- 
‘suing its experiments with gas, and 
4s esptcially developing the technique 
“of the use of gas in connection with 
airplanes, in anticipation of attack 
from Germany. 

The latest development which causes 


surprise here is the marked tendency 


on the part of the smaller nations of 
Europe to interest themselves in chem- 
ical warfare, in the hope that this 
science will tend to equalize their mili- 
‘tary strength, 

U. S.-Only Ratified Treaty. 

Attention is called to the fact that, 

-though some months have ‘elapsed 
‘Since the arms conference, none of 
‘the principal powers participating has 
yet ratified the treaties, with the ex- 
ception of the United States, and none 
of the powers except the United States 
thas ratified the gas treaty. Thus, while 
the United States has accepted the 
treaty in good faith,” other nations; 
‘according to army experts, have taken 
official action.
